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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To allow a sender personnel to grasp the reception state after mail 
transmission by transmitting only one each of mail text to a mail storage 
section and management information to a management information storage section 
respectively so as to improve the file efficiency and recording the reception 
state of each recipient to the management information storage section. 

CONSTITUTION: A mail transmitted from a mail user is divided into a mail text 
and its management information and only one main text is transmitted to a mail 
storage section 1 . The management information is transmitted to a mail 
management section 23 in a management information storage section 2 
corresponding to the recipient and the ID of the mail is decided in the section 
23. The ID is stored in a mail box of each recipient in a mail box management 
section 24 and a mail box of a sender. In deleting an unnecessary mail by the 
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recipient, the ID of the mail is deleted from the mail box in the section 24 by 
the section 23 and when the mail is eliminated by all recipients, the mail text 
and all the management information are eliminated from the mail storage section 
1 and the management information storage section 2. 
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
